HATTORI Tskushlro Is the leader of a group who, since tbs beginning of 
July 1952, have been initiating plans for a coup d*atat. The original plan 
of tbe group was to engineer a coup d'etat. Including tbs'- assetf slnatlon of 
FM lOSHIDA on aooount of his hostile attitude toward depurgeas and nationalists. 
They planned to replace lOSHIDA with HATOXAMA Ichiro, TSUJI MasanobAi baa 
persuaded tbe group that now Is not the time for a coup d'etat. He maintains 
that it is not XpSHTpA who is the prime adversary of tbe group, and o!f 
■ id^htlsts" in rather the ‘^oianst^^ TTfij-gioup-ls 'amenat^ ' 

to postponing the coup as long as the Liberal Party remains in power. Ultimately 
they hope to succeed in having OGATA Taketora made FM once the rightists get 
into power again.
